To His ExcCELLENCY, M. B. LAMAR, 
| \ President of the Republic: 
` SrR—I have the honor to submit to you the following report 
of the condition of the Department, over which I have the honor 
to preside :— : 
, In pursuance with an act of Congress “for augmenting the 
Navy and making an appropriation therefor,” approved Nov. 4th, 
1837, Mr. Samuel M. Wilhams was appointed by,the Govern- 
ment to contract for the building ^f the vessels therein contem- 
lated; and, after a'series of exertions which alike do credit to 
is abilities and patriotism, he effected an arrangement with Mr. 
Frederick Dawson of Baltimore for the building of all the ves- 
sels specified in thelaw already named. For the particulars of 
_ the purchase, I most respectfully refer you to the accompanying 
contract and appertaining documents, all of which are explicit 
and well defined. 'The Loan Commissioners have placed to the . 
credit of Mr. Dawson, in the United States Bank of Pennsylvania, 
the bonds of the Government for double the amount named in 
the law for the purchase of the vessels; which bonds are re- 
deemable, on or before the 1st day of December next, by the 
, payment of two hundred and eighty thousand dollars, and inte- 
| yest thereon at the rate of 10 per cent per annum; but, if not 
| thus redeemed, the whole amount of bonds first named becomes 
| the property of Mr. Dawson, redeemable in five years, payable 
‘ sin London, with interest at the rate of ten per cent. per annum,— 
j unless the Government shall signify its preference to the con- 
, trary, by placing in his hands, in lieu thereof, before the Ist day 
| of February next, sterling bonds to the amount of five hundred. 
and twenty thousand dollars, with interest at 10 per cent, per an- 
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num, payable semi-annually, the bonds redeemable in thirty years j 
| 


and payable at the place before mentioned, 

Of the vessels thus contracted for, there have been received: 
by the Government, on the 27th June, the Schooner San Jacinto; 
on the 7th August, the Schooner San Antonio; on the 31st 
August, the Sehooner San Bernard; on the 18th October, the 
Brig Colorado. All these vessels are, in the opinion of the: 
Naval officers, and of all the professional men who have examiu. 
ed them, perfect models of naval architecture; their construction! 
is excellent in every respect—for speed, as well as for strength) 
and durability. "The Schooners are vessels of six guns each, 
the Brig carries sixteen guns and is pierced for twenty. 

Too much praise cannot be accorded to Mr. Dawson, for the 
very generous manner in which he has complied with, or rather 
gone beyond, his engagements. 'The Schooners are much larger 
and more commodious vessels, and much better finished than was: 
stipulated for in the contract. Mr. Dawson had only obliged! 
himself to furnish a Brig of twelve guns, and of three hundred, 
tons burthen,—the Brig which he has delivered to the Govern- 
ment carries sixteen guns, and is of four hundred and five tous 
burthen. This liberality entitles him to the gratitude of the 
citizens of this country. 

Before the contract with Mr. Dawson will be completed, hc. 
has yet to deliver to the Government a Corvette of 18 guns and; 
another brig. I confidently expect the arrival of the former. 
vessel, by the first, and of the latter, by the middle of next 
month. . 

In the construction of the two last mentioned vessels, equal, 
liberality has been displayed by the contractor. I am informed 
that the Corvette is a much larger vessel and of finer workman, 
ship than was stipulated for in the contract; and the Brig will) 
be equal in force to, and of the same burthen as the one already 
delivered. , 

On the arrival of these two vessels, the Naval forces of thej 
Republic will be united in our waters. ' 

With regard to the Steam-Ship-of-war Zavala, I have to re 
port to your Excellency that this vessel arrived at Galveston on, 
the I8th March of the present year, fitted out in accordance! 
with the contract entered into between General James Hamilton, 
agent of Mr. James Holford, on the one part, and Messrs. A. "D, 
Burnley and Samuel M. Williams, on the part of the Republic;! 
and that, on the 23d of the same month, she was delivered to: 
the Government, with all her arms, munitions, accoutrements) 


furniture and provision” as specified in the contract herewith 
Í 
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accompanying, and to which, with several communications from 
Messrs. Hamilton, Williams and others relative to this -matter, 
I beg leave to call your attention. These documents, when taken 
in conjunction with a letter of instructions, given by order of 

our Excellency, from the Hon.-Memucan Hunt, late Secretary 
of the Navy, to Messrs. Branker and Burnley, and with ,an ex- 
tract trom a letter, also by order of your Excellency, from the 
Hon. R. G. Dunlap, late Secretary of the Treasury, to the Loan 
Commissioners, will serve to present the condition of this ptr- 
chase in a much more' satisfactory light, than could be done by 
any account, unconnected with them, which I might be able to 
render. I will, however, take oecasion to remark, that the 
Zavala cannot cost the Government a greater amount than one 
hundred and forty thousand dollars: because it is one of the 
principal stipulations of the contract for her purchase that thë ' 
original cost was not to exceed thirty thousand dollars, and re- 
pairs, then deemed requisite to fit her out as a vessel of war, 
when added to the origmal cost were not, both taken together, 
to exceed seventy thousand dollars, in sound funds,—in consi- 
deration of which and of the depreciated state of our currency, 
the Commissioneis of the Five Million Loan were to issue the 
bonds of the Government to Gen. James Hamilton, agent of 
Mr. Holford, for the amount of double the actual cost and ex- 
penditures up to the time of her delivery at Galveston; which 
bonds, so issued, were to be redeemable in five years, to bear in- 
terest at ten per cent. per annum, payable semi-annually at the 
United States Bank of Pennsylvania, or at such agency in Lon- 
dan as Texas might select. 

It would have been a source of gratification to me to have 
laid before you the consummation of this purchase; but, from 
some cause, Messrs. Branker and Burnley, the authorized agents 
for the auditing of the accounts of the original purchase and in- 
cidental expenses for fitting out, &c., have not reported, in ac- 
cordance with their instructions, the amount thus disbursed,— 
I say disbursed, for the reason that, whenever they shall have 
ascertained this amount, they are instructed to report the same 
to the Commissioners of the Five Million Loan, who are them- 
selves instructed, by the Secretary of the 'T'reasury, to issue the 
bonds of the Government for double the amount so reported, 
payable at the time, manner and place before mentioned. 

Àn aet of Congress dated 10th, January, 1839, partially con- 
firms the contract, between Gen. James Hamilton, the agent of 
Mr. Holford, and Messrs. Burnley and Wilhams, the Loan Com. 
missioners, for the purchase of the Charleston; and I presume 
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it would have done so to the full extent, if the real position of 
. the case had been known. From this confirmatory act, it seems 
to have intended to ratify the purchase, according to the contract 
above alluded to, .and which forms a part of the data of this re- 
port; yet the act is somewhat at variance with its tenor, 
because it only allows the sum of one hundred and twenty thou-, 
sand dollars as the ultimatum of remuneration, —whereas, under 
the contract, one hundred aud forty thousand dollars may be 
required. Whenever Messrs. Branker and Burnley shall have 
forwarded to this Department the account current and vouchers 
ior the purchase of this vessel and incidental expenditures, ! 
wil make it the subject of a special communication to your 
Excellency,—after which, there will be something more tangible 
upon which to base further action, should your Excellency deem 
it necessary. 

Lam much gratificd to state, that this vessel is one from which 
a very great national advantage may reasonably be expected, 
whenever called into actual service. Well aware of the preju- 
dices which have existed, and being therefore inclined to suspect 
her capabilities as a vessel of war, I have spared no pains to 
make accurate and satisfactory examination concerning every 
particular of her construction and possibility of deficiency; in- 
tending to report the result to your Excellency, whatever it 
might be, recommending her sale or retention in the service 
accordingly; the latter of which I now do, with the full con- 
viction that, if properly manned and equipped, she will be of a 
much greater national advantage to this Government than both 
the Brigs contemplated by the act of Congress, of the 14, Nov.j 
1837. This is the opinion of her present commander, A. C. 
‘Hinton, to whom, in consequence of his intimate acquaintarice 
with every thing concerning the Zavala, I feel bound to yield 
the most implicit confidence. In justification of what I have 
Stated with regard to his opinion, I beg leave to call the attention 
of'your Excellency to the accompanying report of this office, 
made to the Department on the 18th May last past. It also 
affords me gratification to state to your Excellency, that I have 
had a full understanding with Commodore E. W. Moore, of our 
service, on this subject, and that he entirely coincides with the 
opinion of her Commander—which, on account of the skill and 
ability of Commodore Moore who is unsurpassed by at least any 
officer of his age, is, of itself, a full guarantee of the great use- 
fulness of this vessel. By the 1st December next, I expect her 
arrival from New Orleans, where she has been ordered for tho 
purpose of undergoing some important and necessary changes 
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P ono will amount to a very small consideration, when compar- 
| -$ed to the great advantages to be denved from them. On her 
| "yoturn, she will bring with her a full quota of men, her fuel and 
' provisions for three months, also the full complements of men 
' for all the vessels now in commission. . 
' , In the accompanying estimates, which have been made out 
' Awith great care and the aid of professional knowledge, I have 
' been guided by the strictest spirit of economy, and have repre- 
|. ‘sented the lowest possible scale to which they can be reduced, 
' af the vessels now under orders and likely to be in commission 
shall be continued in service until the end of the period for 
which, your Excellency will perceive, the estimates have been 
calculated. , 
Jn the absence of negociable funds with which to operate, no . 
' judicious arrangements have been made, until very recently, to 
meet the unavoidable expenditures of tho Navy. From this in- 
capacity to contract, expenditures have taken place of a much 
greater magnitude than would otherwise have been necessary. 
i «Arrangements however have recently been established, between 
| (this Dupartment and Mr. H. H. Williams of Baltimore, under 
‘the specifications of which supplies of every character for the 
| ‘maintenance of the Navy are to be furnished to order on the 
. ‘most advantageous terms; in fact, the exertions and liberality of 
this gentleman, as connected with the Republic np to the present 
' ‘date, deserve the highest commendation. ‘The money advanced 
to him for naval purchases could not possibly be more judicious- 
dy disposed of than I have every reason to believe, will be the 
‘case in this instance: for, under the provisions of this contract, 
Mr. Williams is to be controlled by Mr. John G. Tod, our Naval 
Age it at L'altimore, in every thing concerning the quantity and 
quality of tbe artiele to be purchased and also of the time and 
‘mode of its delivery; with regard to the rate of purchases, he 
; sto be guided by the most liberal market rates at the time of 
his furnishing the reguisition. Capt. John G. Tod, to whom, in 
'a great measure, the entire management of this matter has been 
, (entrusted, is an officer whose merit and zeal I take satisfaction 
"m recommending to your Excellency,—I do this, because his 
'able and energetic services demand it of me, and, in rendering 
| this act of justice, I consider that I am giving to your Excellency 
'a Surety that the amount of monies disbursed by me, for the last 
mamed purposes, has been guarded, as far as possible, from the 
chanees of misuse to which all funds are more or less liable, 
when used under circumstances similar to those which, of ne. 
 £essity, could not be avoided in this instance, 
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The Document marked “F,” will explain the amount drawn: 
from the ‘Treasury for purchases in Baltimore, and the particulari 
manner in which it has been disposed of. This amount, it will! 
be recollected, is to be deducted from the annual estimate for the! 
coming year. 

In considering the estimates which-accompany my-report,: 
your Excellency will bear in mind that they have been calculat., 
ed, upon the supposition that the whole naval force would be 1n: 
actual service, with the full quota of men and officers for every, 
vessel ;—in éonsequenee of which the grand item of expense,, 
and almost one half of the whole estimates, is that requisite foi 
the pay of officers and men. But should the policy of the Go- 
vernment determine, at any time, upon its reduction, (which, | 
presume, would not be the case, except upon the condition of 
peace and the acknowledgment of our Independence by Mexico,)' 
nothing 1s more easy than the accommodation of Naval disburse-' 
ments to a peace establishment rather than one of hostility. | 

"The next greatest amount named upon the annual estimates, 
ig that requisite for the purchase of what are denominated slops, 
consisting of articles which are disbursed by the pursers to the 
men, deducted from their pay and refunded by these officers to, 
the Government,—with the exception of ten per cent. which, 
according to law, is retained by them, in consideration of their 
risk and-trouble. The contract for the furnishing of these ar) 
ticles is of such a nature as to guard against the possibility ol; 
supplying a greater portion than is really called for by the ne: 
cessities of the Navy. This precaution has been observed, how; 
ever, concerning every thing which has been deemed requisite 
for the service,—thereby effectually avoiding the possibility ol 
having on hand a surplus quantity of any article whatever. In, 
this manner, the actual demand is made the only standard oi, 
purchase, and the Government has it immediately in iis power 
to time its efforts and expenditures, in the ratio of the emergency 
and amount of supplies actually required. a 

I would respectfully represent to your Excellency, the naming 
of a Bureau for the Department which you have placed under, 
my superintendence; this I am induced to do from a full con 
sciousness of the many errors which the Secretary of the Navy, 
is liable to incur, in the absence of professional information—a 
species of knowledge which is the result of long and arduous 
service in a strictly naval sense of the word, and which, conse 
quently, it cannot be expected of tbe Secretary to possess; be. 
cause it is frequently the case, that those entirely devoid of this, 
character of information are called upon to discharge the duties 
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of this office. If your ‘Excellency should approve the sugges- 

X tion I make on this subject, I would respectfully further, suggest 
'that some officer of the Navy, at the option of the Secretary, be 
"appointed to the discharge of the duties incident thereto. I do 
‘this, because nautical information is the chief requisite in this 
matter, with which, it is presumable, all the officers of our ser: 
vice are fully, acquainted. 

I present this subject to the earliest and most favorable consi- 
deration of your Excéllen¢y, from an experimental knowledge 
of its necessity. It is an assistance which is rendered to the 
chief of all Naval Departments, and in a manner much more 
complete than here suggested by myself; but knowing the ne- 
gessities and feeling the importance of a rigid economy in every 


thing connected with the finances, I have barely advised the  ' 


requisite and indispensable policy. I would gladly assume 
these duties and discharge them myself, if it were possible to do 
so; but they involve consequences entirely without the pale of 
my knowledge, and require information not to be expected at 
the hands oi any Secretary. It is frequently the case, that re- 
quisitions come from the different officers, tor provjsions, pay, 
'munitions, incidental expenses and various other ine which 
at would be improper to approve; and, very often, it is wholly 
‘out of the power of the Secretary to detect these discrepancies, 
without the aid of the Bureau.to which I allude. I will mere- 
ly further remark on this subject, that the establishment of this 
Bureau will alike be serviceable to the Secretary of the Navy 
and to the Government,—to the one, so far as facility and accu- 
racy aje concerned, and to the other, in an economical point of 
view. 

The right to the location of the Navy Yard on Galveston 

Island is still undetermined, between the Government and those 
claiming under the purchase of Michael Menard and his asso- 
ciates. I would respectfully advise, that your Excellency re- 
commend to the Hon. Congress such action on this subject as 
will terminate all dispute. 
i In obedience to a law of the 26th January, 1839, “requiring 
the Secretary of the Navy to have surveyed the bars and pas- 
sages of the bays and harbours of Texas,” I have caused a 
survey to be made of the bar and entrance of San Louis Har- 
bour, as well as of the harbour itself. , The result of this survey 
Shows an average depth of 14 feet water on the bar and 17 feet 
water at high tide, with the advantage of a most commodious 
harbour and excellent anchorage. The Island of San Louis 
affords a superior site fora Navy Yard; and I recommend the 
à B 
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_establishment of a Naval Dëpot at that place, m addition to the 
one at the Eastern extremity of Galveston Island.

tially requisite. I hope your Excellency will desire the Senate, 
in laying before it your nominations, to act upon those only 
especially recommended without taking any cognizance of the 
remainder, in order that they may be tested in the manner al 
ready proposed. 
The patent arms, ordered by the Hon. M. Hunt, late Secretan 
the Navy, and which Commodore E. W. Moore was instruct 
ed by him to purchase, as will be observed by an accompanying 
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letter, have been procured and received at Galveston per. Brig 
Colorado of our service. "The blank books and nautical instru- 
ments for all the vessels now in commission, with the in- 
struments for the survey ef the coast, were purchased by the 
same officer and received by the same vessel. More than two- 
thirds of the amount drawn by Com. Moore is requisite for set. 
tling the contract of purchase for these several articles; the 
remainder will be disbursed by him in filling reguisitions which 
have undergone the strictest scrutiny, and in payment of one 
half the amount due on the 100 Colt's patent rifles which Gen. 
Dunlap purchased for the Army, but which the Secretary of 
War declined receiving. Accompanying the letter above allud- 
ed to, will be found the detailed bill ot arms, instruments and 
books purchased by Capt. Moore, with the price of each article . 
and aggregate amount of the whole purchase. 

A system of acceuntability was not established in this De- 
partment until some time after it came under my charge. For- 
merly the accounts of the Navy Department vrere kept by the 
2d Auditor only: they are now kept by the second Auditor and 
by the Book-Keeper of this oflice. An accompanying statement 
will show the amounts drawn upon the several appropriations 
previous to my appointment, the total amount drawn upon them 
from that date up to the time when I established a system of 
accountability, and a detailed account of the amounts drawn: 
from that time up to the present date. 

In addition to the estimates for the Navy itseif, it will be ne- 
cessary that the Hon. Congress make a further appropriation for 
Naval buildings. A Naval store house, at each of the Navy 
Yards, which may be established, is absolutely necessary for the 
preservation of public property belonging to this branch of the 
service—provisions, rigging, sails, cordage, &c. For some time 
to come, the necessities of the service can be consulted by the 
erection of one building of this description on the Island of San 
Louis and one at the East end of Galveston Island. 'The amount 
of money required for their construction, in accordance with a 
plan now in this Department, will be, as nearly as can be calcu- 
lated, fifty thousand. dollars. 

The Brig Potomac is still used as a receiving ship, and, in 
the opinion of the Department, the interests of the service will 
be best promoted by retaining her in that capacity. 

From the best information which the Department has been 
able to collect concerning the Mexican trade carried on under its 
own colors,it is confidently believed that,in a very short time, after 
the Navy shall have received orders for capture and reprisal, it 
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egual to the amount which has been expended for its creation, 
This is of itself of sufficient importance to make it a policy of 
the first magnitude for the Hon. Congress to render to this branch 
of national defence, every aid and facility in its power. But: 
there are other considerations of much greater interest and which. 
should act as a stimulus upon the Legislature, to afford the! 
Navy ample and ready co-operation. Certain preliminaries have | 
to be entered into, before a blockade can be declared and carried ' 
into effect; and if, at any time, it should be the policy of this: 
Government to employ its Navy for this purpose, it is indispen-' 
sable that it should be held in constant readiness. | 

1 feel proud to state to your Excellency, that the Government ' 
has at its command a navy, which, with proper management and 
an economieal attention to its necessities, will be able to enforce 
a blockade along the Mexican coast from Matamoras to its: 
Southern extremity—a blockade of such a strict and uncom. | 
promising nature, as to avoid, in every thing, the slightest in-, 
fringement of international law or the established customs ol; 
nations. 'The consequences of a blockade cannot fail to be of 
the most happy character: for Mexico is almost entirely depen.: 
dent upon her relation with foreign powers; and, whenever any' 
movements shall have been made, whereby she is deprived ofi 
this source of supply and thrown upon her own capabilities of 
support, the inevitable consequence will be, both national and; 
individual want, to an extent far beyond her powers of en- 
durance,

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* Contracts for one Ship, two Brigs and three Schooners. 


Be it known by thus instrument of contract and writing 
obligatory, that whereas the Congress of Texas did, on the 2d 
day of Novhmber, 1837, pass an act for augmenting the Navy 
of "Texas, and did therefor appropriate the sum of two hundred 

' and eighty thosuand dollars, as more fully will appear by re- 

! ference to the said act, a certified copy of which issued fiom the 

, Department of State by R. A Irion, Esq. Secretary of State, 

' under the seal of the Department dated 6th August, 1838, is 
now in the hands of Samuel M. Wilhams, Naval Agent for the 
Republic of Texas, and is herewith exhibited, as also a secret 
resolution likewise issued under the certificate of the said Secre- 
tary of the Department of State, under which act the Govern- 

' ment of "Texas, one ship or brig about 500 tons, to mount 18 

' guns, two barques or brigs about 300 tons, to mount 12 guns 
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- each; and three schooners about 130 tons, to mount 5 or 7 guns 
‘ each, to be fitted and furnished with such armament and artil- 
. lery as may be best adapted to such vessels. S 
; ` And, whereas, the said Congress, by the said act and resolu- 
tion, did contemplate that the money required to pay for said . 
| vessels, would be raised and procured from the negotiation of 
the Five Million Loan ; and, whereas the commissioners for the 
negotiation of said loan, have failed iu the negotiation of the 
same, and the prospect of success being removed for an inde- 
finite period. 'Therefore this.instrument of contract and writing 
obligatory made and entered into by, and between Frederick 
Dawson, Esq., merchant of this city, of the first part, and S. 
M. Willems, Naval Agent of Texas, of the second part; -wit- 
nesseth that the party of the first part, hereby binds and obliges 
himself to have built, furnished and equipped, full, perfect and 
complete—one ship, two brigs and three schooneis, of the form, 
manner and description, as are fully and completely laid down and 
set forth in an 1nstrument of writing signed by these contracting 
parties, made and furnished by the various articles: who are 
to be employed in the construction, fitting, furnishing and equip- 
ing said vessels, as also in the statement of provisions, munitions, 
&c. &c., which will be required; which description and state- 
ment are hereby declared by the contracting parties to form 
part and particle of this contract, the same as if herein recorded 
and set forth, and to have the same force and effect in law and 
equity. The whole to be built, done, furnished and equipped 
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for the said sum of two- hundred and eighty thousand dollar 
lawful currency of the Umted States, or its equivalent. Th 
building and construction of the said vessels to be commenceji 
immediately, and prosecuted with all the despatch, which mar 
be consistent and proper with the full and faithful construction, 
of such vessels, under the direction and management of said 
Samuel M. Williams, Naval Agent aforesaid, or such other per. 
son as he may appoint. Which vessels so constructed, fitted, 
provisioned and equipped, are, by the said party of the first parti 
to be delivered to the Government of Texas at the port of Gal. 
veston, free from any further charge and expense to the said 
Government than what is heretofore expressed ; which delivery 
shall be made as soon after the completion of them as may le 
practicable, without any unnecessary delay or detention. k 
being understood that the delivery of the ship shall be effected 
by her being safely moored and anchored, outside of the harbor 
of Galveston at the usual point where vessels are anchored: 
the party of the second part hereby stipulates and agrees, and! 
by this mstrument, binds, and obliges and. pledges the publi’ 
faith of the Republic of Texas to receive the vessels as befor 
mentioned and described, when so delivered at Galveston in, 
Texas, and in the same manner for the security of the party oi 
the first part, stipulates and agrees that the bonds of the Go.

Copy of a letter from Gen. James Hamilton to the Secretary of 
the Navy, relative to the purchase of the Steamer Zavala. 


“SIR :—Previous to my leaving New-York, I had the good 
fortune, from my sincere wish to benefit your Republic, te in- 
Auce my friend James Holford, Esq., of London, to advance 
$70,000, if so much money be necessary fer ths purchase, 
alteration, armament and equipment of the Steamer Charleston 
for your Republic; which boat was, at that time, in Philadelphia. 
But before this she must be in New-York, where she will be 
completely fitted out to answer the purposes, both of a marine 
frigate, and mail and passage-boat, and sent out to Texas with 
all possible despatch. In consequence of the failure of the 
company to which she belonged, she was bought for about one 
ib: d of her value, say $30,000, as she is worth as she lies

-vettes to you, for by selecting her distance, which she can from 
“ "her great speed, she must capture, until the Mexicans themselves 
get a steam frigate, every thing she overhauls; she will be a 
Navy herself to you. As Mr. Holford has acted. with the utmost 
liberality and confidence, I trust your Government will have 
passed, in secret session, forthwith, a resolution, confirming 
Messrs. Burnley and Williams! contract with me, as the agent 
of this gentleman ; the resolution 'however must be in secret 
session, as she would be seized for a breach of neutrality in 
New-York, if the purchase was known to. be made before she 
actually reaches Galveston. 

The truth is, the boat will be worth in specie, the day she 
zeaches Galveston, every dollar your Commissioners have stipu- 
lated to pay in bonds; Mr. Holford advanced this money, at a 
time, when, in Wall street, your bonds would not have sold for 
thirty cents on the dollar; he deserves your kindest consi- 
deration. =. : : 

I hope the whole arrangement will be satisfactory to your Go- 
vernment, as, ata moment of great domestic affliction, it cost me 
many strenuous, and from my distress, painful efforts. As Mr. 
Holford accompanies me from New Orleans to Texas in the 
Charleston, 1 would suggest, as he may establish a commercial 
agency in your country, whether the resolution confirming 
Messrs. Burnley and Williams! contract with me, as Mr. Holford's 
Agent, had not better give him the option, either of taking bonds, 
land scrip, or Treasury notes, in payment for the boat, on or be- 
fore the first of March as he may select. As Mr. Holford is an 
eminent banker in London, as well as an extensive merchant in 
Manchester and Liverpool, you cannot put him on too favorable 
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a footing; as he means to make large investments in your coun-.

Copy of a letter from Mr. Samuel M. Williams, Naval Agent, 
to the Secretary of the Navy. 


Sir :—Nothing would be more grateful to my feelings than 
to have it in my power to say to you that I had succeeded in - 
contracting for one or more of the principal vessels required by ~ 
our Government, but the failure of our negotiation for the Ioan, 
which for nearly three months has been pending with Mr. Biddle, 
has completely destroyed my expectations, and must, irom ne- 
cessity, postpone for an additional period the prospect of success, 
unless done at an immense sacrifice ; consequently, the time at 
which one of the vessels could be in readiness (owing to the 
approaching season), must be set down for the month of April 
next, under the most propitious circumstances. 

There is not, at this time, in any of the Atlantic cities any 
vessels that would answer the purposes of the Government be- 
yond the capacity of a moderate sized schooner, so that the" pros- 
pect of purchase is as remote as the building. - 

Operated upon by these facts, and powerfully moved by a 
desire to have the coast of our Republic kept free from Mexi- 
can blockade, in case France and that country adjust their- dif- 
ficulties (which letters, which I have seen of 25th August fram .. 
Mexico, speak confidently of), would enable Mexico to send op — 
upon the Gulf a part of their Navy—l have been induced të ` 
furnish my official aid, although totally without authority or  . 
instructions from your Department, or from any other branch af - . 
the Government, to the following plan, which I submit in brfef, 
and throw myself upon the magnanimity of my Government i 
and my fellow-citizens for their sanction and approval, which is ^" 
as follows: . "S 

The purchase of the Steam Packet Charleston built in this 
city 18 months since ; alter her, and give her-a ship side solid 
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"and strong, as strong as that of a 64 gun-ship, in appearaticö 
similar to the English Steamer Great Western; mount upon 
her one long 18 or 24 pound gun on the fore-castle, and one 
long 12 or 18 on the stern, and 4 or 6 waist guns, with mus- 
kets, pistols, pikes, and sabres, powder and ball, and necessary 
munitions of war for a crew of 100 men, and provisioned for a 
six months’ cruise. The whole to be furnished for the bond of 
Mr. Burnley and myself, redeemable in 5 years at 10 per cent. 
per annum interest for $120,000. The boat cost, at the time ôf 
making her first trip to Charleston, S. C., $117,000. 

IF the Government take the boat, they have the privilege, with 
the consent of the bond-holders, to pay the same in $120,000, 
"Treasury notes. 

Gen. Hamilton is, at this moment, negotiating for the money- 
bond, and it is expressly understood that Mr. Burnley and my- 
self have not authority to make such bond, so that the parties 
«work with their eyes open, and free from any thing like decep- 
fion, and are to hold the boat if the Government refuse to take 
her. We are not certain of success, but I feel it my duty to 
put the President, through your Department, in possession of 
the scheme, for we have only six days to conclude the negotia- 
tion, and of course no time to consult. You will please to 
assure the President that nothing but the extreme exigencies of 
the case, and a conviction that we cannot raise money on the 
credit of our Government, if the ports of our country should 
be blockaded, ever could have induced Mr. Burnley and myself 
to embark in this matter.

Sir,—I have the honor to report that in obedience to the 
orders of the late Sécretary of the Navy, on the arrival of Ad- 
miral Baudin, commanding the French fleet in the Gulf of 
Mexico, at Galveston ; I waited on him and his suite, and ten- 
dered him the Zavala to escort him out, which was politely ac- 


- cepted, and having invited the Mayor and Aldermen, together : 


with the citizens of Galveston, I got under-weigh and stood out 
for the fleet, off the bar ; when near them I came to, on the star- 
board quarter of the Nereide (Flag-ship), and received a salute 
of 13 guns from her, which was prompily returned by the 


> Zavala; after visiting him, together with the Mayor, Aldermen 


and citizens, I returned on board, got under-weigh and stood 
across his bow, giving-three cheers as I passed, which was return- 
ed by the Admiral, hoisting, at the same time, at his fore, the Na- 
tional Flag of Texas—gratified at this demonstration of reci- 
procity by a high functionary of a mighty power towards my 
countrymen of 'l'exas,L instantly sääred three cheers,which were 
accordingly given, most heartily, and stood in for our anchor- 
e; whereupon the whole fleet got under-weigh and stood. to- 
the South and East, eviderltly carrying with them to France 
impressions of Teras and Terians, towards which, together 
with the officers under my command, I am proud in havi 
borne.an humble part as Commander of the Zavala, 
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Tn relation to this vessel, sir, I would state that, having made 
‘myself familiar with all her capabilities and deficienees, I have 
no hesitation in saying that she may be made eminently effi- 
cient and useful to the country, in view of which I requested 
your predecessor to give me orders to fit her out, as a duty I 
owed to the service, in which 1 have the honor to hold a com- 
mission, and, in reply, I was informed by the Hon. Secretary 
that he would order Capt. Moore to return ffom the United 


States, as soon as practicable, to superintend the re-fitting ofthe ` 


Zavala, which he thought proper, unsolicited to place under 
my command; Capt. Moore being in the United States, uncer- 
tain where to be found, and but a few days departed from Texas. 
Proudly conseious, sir, of having faithfully and honestly done 
my duty as a Commander, I confessamy surprise and mortifica- 
tion at this manifestation of distrust on the part of your predeces- 
sor, and, as I reiterated to the Hon. M. Hunt, white Secretary of 
the Navy, I would respectfully repeat, to the Hon. Secretary, 
that the expenses necessarily and unavoidably incurred by this 
vessel, lying idle in port as she is and has been, would in a few 
months fit her out thoroughly; besides, that the surplus furni- 
ture, &c. which is a dead capital to the Government and depre- 
ciating daily, if judiciously disposed of at auction, would serve 
to meet a larger proportion of the expense of fitting ont, say 
$8 or 10,000, if no more, for which I would refer you to het 
inventory, deducting, say, 15 per cent. for wear and tear, with 
breakage, by which you will, at least, come within the amount 
they would bring; as a duty then, sir, which I owe to this 
arm of the public defence, in justice to myself and the gallarit 
young officers under my command, I respectfully request the 
Department to give me orders to refit this. vessel to the best 
possible advantage, and have her in readiness for active service, 


‘confident as I am of the practicability as well as necessity of the 


measure ; and unfit for the purposes of warfare as she was de- 
livered over by her original owners. 1 unhesitatingly state that 
she can be so fitted out as to render important, and lasting ser- 
vices to the country, particularly at the present crisis in Mexican 
affairs. As to her Aull, which is most material, I have rarely 
seen a vessel, of any kind, so strong, so well put together, and 
is decidedly the stiffest steam-boat 1 ever saw; her only serious 
deficiency consists in the unsupported state of her decks, and 
the exposed eondition of her machinery—the former must be 


done by knees and stanchions, before she can bear her battery: ` 


the latter may be remedied in-a great measure, until she has 
made a cruize or two, and is fairly tested: I would, therefore, 
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most confidently commend that she be fitted out as speedily as 
“possible, to cruise on the coast of Mexico, where, in six months, 
I believe, I can make her pay the expense of her purchase to 
the Government, —to accomplish an object so important to our 
interests as a nation, and donbiless ardently desired by the Hon. 
Secretary of the Navy, I would heg leave to propose that ar- 
rangements be accordingly made, first to take off her saloon en- 
tirely, and, with the lumber build a poop, and top-gallant fore- 
castle; the former for the apartments of the Commander; the 
latter for the increased comfort and convenience of the seamen, 
as well as for other purposes, which will give ample space tor 
all her guns, at the same time, by removing the apattments of 
the officers, give room for as much fuel as reguired, and sufficient 
space for all the store-rooms necessary on board ia. man-of-war, 
to increase which I would raise the berth-deck 1-2 or 2 feet, 


` and still have ample height for the apartments below ; her decks 
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being 7 feet 3 inches from plank to plank: secondly, that all her 
beams be kneed and stanchioned so as to enable her to bear her 
battery with ease—that her bulvrarks be strengthened by filling 
up the space between the stanchions with cork and lined inside 
with plank, so as to render it impervious to musket and small 
cannister shot, which is a material consideration, besides the fact 
that the injury produced by eoncussion in firing would be ob- 
viated: thirdly, that she be rigged as a three masted schooner, with 
fore and main-top-sail, thereby giving her a gain of 10 days out 
of 30, which is a certain calculation for fair winds, and fre- 
quently she will gain 15 out of 30 days in the course of six 
months by managing her judiciously. ET 
'The Zavala, at present, will carry 1200 barrels of coal, and 
with all three boilers, she will consume 10 bbls. per hour, which, 
closely economized, will run her between 5 and 6 days,—by 
shutting off the after boiler, she will consume about 6 bbis. per 
hour and run her 8 days; with all three boilers, she vill make 
from 12 to 16 knots per hour in fair weather— shut off the after 
boiler, and the two forward ones alone will run her 8 to 10 miles 
per hour. She may be made to earry twice as much fuel, if not 
enore, than at present, whieh will enable her to run, with ease, 
16 or 17 days upon the forward boilers, without the aid of her 
sails, using all three boilers, when speed 1s required in chase, and 
rigged as proposed, allowing only ten days out of 20 for fair wind; 
speed being required by a cruiser only in pursuit, the same fuel 
would run her 25 to 30 days; when she has a fair wind, it is 
necessary to make steam enough only to keep the wheels in 
motion and thereby hold no dead water to impede her progress, 
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which can be done upon 4 bbls. of coal per hour, giving her 
ati advantage, while running, as 4 is to 6, the vacuum produced 
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- - by only 4 bbis., being sufficient to effect the desired object, and: 


at any time, thus running, a head of steam maybe gotfen upon, 
her, when speed is necessary in chase, in a half hour or there- 
abouts. In this way, I am sure, she can cruise 25 to 30 days, 
with ease; say no" more, and, in that time, properly armed, 
manned and equipped, and skiltully managed, she may do ah 
immense deal of injury on the coast of Mexico, and should the 
Department contemplate a longer cruise, 1 would respectfully 
suggest the propriety of purchasing a'schooner of, say, 70 ‘of 
100 tons, and keep her as a tender to supply the Zavala with 
fuel, &c., and armed with a pivot and two waist-guns, she might 
be of great assistance in transporting the men from point to 
point where the Zavala could not run without danger; and to 
accomplish this object, [should say 8 to 10 weeks will be ample 
time, after it is commenced ; and, with due deference to the 
Hon. Secretary of the Navy, I believe this to be the only means, 
by which’ Texas may expect for years to come to extort a Ye- 
cognition of her independence Dom 'Mëxico.'

“ “Annoying them thus, will be a means of drawing the atten- 
tion of their land forces from the interior, and divert them from 
point to point ori the coast, thereby giving the land forces of, 
Texas an opportunity to make inroads upon their territory, pro- 
bably of & permanent nature; a more favorable time, for which 
We never had, every thing comparatively quiet on the coast, and 
no vessels, at present, to protect it, and, at any rate, nothing of 
this kind suspected. Her battery consists of a long 18 pivot, 2 
long 12 do, and 4 18 mediums, all of which she can carry with 
éase, and, Í think, the two mediums, preserited to the Govern- 
ment by the officers of the Ziavala,: besides which, will render

Copy of a letter from the Secretary- of the Navy to John G. 
Tod, Naval Agent. . E 
Navy DEPARTMENT, Oct. 26, 1639. 


Sir :—Some time since three requisitions were forwarded 
from this Department with instructions to make coritracts for 
purchasës, according to their tenor, if it was-possible to do so 
upon time. I have since received letters from you,'in which 
you give it as your opinion that it will be impossible to arrange 
this matter in accordance with the necessities of our Navy, vrith- 
out available fands in hand. Arrangements have accordingly 
been made, by which $39,596 59 have been placed in the Mer- 
chante Bank of New Orleans, subject to the order of HH. 
Williams of Baltimore, with whom arrangements have been 
made for the furnishing of provisions, ordnance, slops, &c. as 

,' the necessities of' our Navy may require, and of this necessity 
he is to recognize you as the judge. He is to make the pur- 
chases at your suggestion and control, with regard to time, 
character, quantity and quality, and you are hereby earnestly . 
requested by me to give a strict and scrutinizing attention to 
every thing, touching this matter, and especially the price of 
the articles to be purchased by Mr. Williams, who, although I 
helieve, to be one of the firmest and most efficient friends, which 
we have out of the pale of our own territory, still Pfeel' bound, 
as an honest public servant, to give you these instructions. 

Since the return of Capt. E. M. Moore, it has been deemed 
expedient to revise the requisitions originally forwardedto you, 
and the accompanying estimates which aréto be your guide in 
directing the purchases of Mr. Williams, and, which, you will 
perceive, have been made out with the extremest attention to 
economy, are the result, 

The arrangements with Mr. H. H. Williams are of an indirect 
character, because they have been made with T. F. M'Kinney 
and Samuel M. Williams of Galveston on his account, and, of 
course, this matter is not perfected, as it is desirable it should 
be, and I have, therefore, to request of you that, immediately 
upon the reception of this communication, you will hold a con- 
ference with Mr. H. H. Williams, and have a thorough written 
understanding with him, relative to the-mode of purchase, time 
and method of the delivery; and also with regard to an ac-

knowledgment of the Ee of the endorsed draft in my 
favor on the Merchants' Bank of New Orleans, which will be 
ariclosed to you for delivery to him, this you will execute with- 
out any delay and forward the evidences, of having done so, to 
this Department by Capt. E. W. Moore, on his return to Gal. 
veston from New-York, to which last place he is now ordered, 

Your position, with regard to Texas, renders it necessary 
that much of the vital interests of your country should be left 
to your discretion and judgment, both of which I respect and 
rely upon with an abiding confidence, and am happy to'be able 
to do so, in consequence of the necessity of entrusting to you 
almost the entire management of our Naval pürchases. Be- 
cause of your situation, you enjoy many advantages of decid- 
ing upon the expediency of every particular of this matter, 
which, at present, is debared tins Department, and you are cot- 

_Sequently instructed to follow what you dee be most advis- 
able, even though it may seem to conflict, in fome degree, with 
orders to tue contrary. * 

You will see Com. Moore in New-York, and from him learn 
the particulars of many things not spoken of here, which will 
be of service to you in directing our purchases. I wish you 
and him to communicate fully arid frequently with each other. 
It may be possible that Com. Moore will draw upon you for 
one thousaud arid five hundred dollars ; should he do so, you 
vill honor his draft out of the $10,000,00 draft on the United 
States Bank at Philade!phia, which was forwarded to you some 
time for iting purposes. I stand charged in the 24 Audi- 
tot’s hber d, this last amount, and I am anxious that you should 
forward to me. by the earliest opportunity, your receipt of it, 
that I may bo enabled to scttle my accounts. 

I wish you to make arrangements for the purchase of six 
thirty-two pound çarronades, with carriages for the Steamer 
Zavala, and have them forwarded by the Brig Colorado, on her 
return to Galveston. 

You will inform the Cashier of the Merchants! Bank of New 
Orleans, with the utmost promptitude, of your delivery of the 
draft to Mr. H, H. Williams. `
